BE COMPULSORY 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 10.—Revocation of 
all marriage licenses issued in Ne- 
braska in cases where no children are 
born within two years, making excep- 
tions for physical disabilities when 
properly certified by a physician, was 
proposed here today by City Health 
Commissioner A. S. Pinto. Dr. Pinto 
announced that he would support such 
a bill before the coming session of the 
Nebraska legislature. 

Dr. Pinto also announced that he 
would support a bill requiring physical 
examinations of all applicants for mar- 
riage licenses. 

‘“ There is a growing tendency among 
men and women to enter the married 
state when both are regularly em- 
ployed,” Dr. Pinto said, “and after 
marriage both remain in employment 
and have intentions of continuing at 
work. In many cases, I would say 
their marriage is merely to legalize 
their living together, to give an air of 
respectability to their domestic rela- 
tions. :

OF $77,500,000 


Trustees’ 1926 Estimate 
Jumps Ten Million. . 


School taxes for 1926 amounting to 
$77,500,000 were demanded of the city 
council yesterday by the board of edu- 
cation. The board notified the council 


amount in the 1925 tax levy, collected 
in 1926. 

The amount is nearly $10,000,000 
more than asked for 1925 and approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 more than in 1924. 
It exceeds the estimated expenditures 


owing to losses and cost of collections 
and the actual estimated budget for 
1926 is set at $68,700,000. 

$22,500,000 for Buildings. 

For educational purposes, including 
teachers’ salaries, the board asks $43,- 
200,000 for 1926. The estimated need 
for buildings and purchase of sites is 
$22,500,000. The largest increase is in 
the free text book fund, for which $900,- 
000 is asked; in 1924 this item 
amounted to $690,000. 

Following its policy of retrenchment 
in the 1925 budget, the board decided 
to have the firm of Griffenhagen & 
Associates make a thorough investiga- 
tion and survey of all departments to 
reduce expenses and bring the de- 
partments up to the maximum effi- 
ciency. The firm also was ordered 
to audit the board accounts.

The federal government has directed 
a request to all state governors asking 
them to second the educational pro- 
gram, and it is expected that the 
states will do as much as the national 
administration in the fight against 
illiteracy. 

Labor Backs Program. 

On this subject Mr. Gompers said: 

“No people can define, know, or de- 
fend their rights unless they can read 
and follow national events intelligent- 
ly. Slavery, ignorance, and debase- 
ment disappear before the light of lit- 
“rThe labor unions of Mexico’ have 
pledged themselves to the program of ; 
education, and they will use their 
influence to urge thé state governors 
and the federal government to con- 
tinue the educational campaign. The 
largest appropriation for education in 
the history of Mexico is promised for

Belmont Dies;

New York. Dec. 10.—{Special. }—Au- 
gust Belmont, financier and sportsman, 
and one of New York's wealthiest men, 
died tonight in his apartment at 550 
Park avenue, less than thirty-six huurs 
after he had been taken ill. 

Mr. Belmont, who was 71 years old, 
died of blood poisoning following a sud- 
den inflammation of the right arm, 
describ&d by the physicians as cellu- 
litis. 

Four physicians and surgeons were 
in constant attendance during Mr. Bel- 
mont's brief illness, and as the malady 
grew more severe they resorted to an 
operation this morning, but the patient 
rallied only briefly. 

Wife and Son with Him. 

At the bedside when the end came 
were Mrs. Belmont, once famous on 
the stage as Eleanor Robson; Morgan 
Belmont, his son, and Mrs. Morgan 
Belmont. The other son, Raymond 
Belmont, is at his home in Middle 
burg, Va. 

Those of Mr. Belmont’s physicians 
who were reached tonight were disin- 
clined to discuss his last iliness. Dr. 
Turnure admitted that he had per- 
formed the operation, refusing to dis- 
cuss it beyond saying, “Mr. Belmont 
died after several days’ illness. Mr. 
Morgan Belmont has requested that 
the physicians make no statement re- 
garding his death.” 

Funeral arrangements had not been 
made tonight, but it was said that in- 
terment probably would be in Newport,

His active 
open interest in national politics ceased 
with the nomination of Woodrow Wil- 
son in 1912. 
Was Married Twice. 

Mr. Belmont was married twice and 
was the father of three children. His 
first wife, whom he married in 13881, 
was Bessie H. Morgan. She died in 
1898, and in 1910 Mr. Belmont married 
Eleanor Robson. His children by his 
first wife were August Jr., Raymond, 
and Morgan. August Jr. died in 1919. 

Mr. Belmont had for many years 
been one of the most prominent fig- 
ures in American thoroughbred 
racing. 

Mr. Belmont was instrumental in re- 
viving internationa] rivalry in 1923, 
when Papyrus, English Derby winner, 
was beaten by Zev, American cham- 
pion, in a match race for $100,000 at 
Belmont Park. He also brought about 
the invasion of Epinard last season.

“Therefore, be it resolved, that we 
earnestly call public attention to this 
startling indifference to the priceless 
value of human life, as shown by the 
number of homicides, suicides, and 
preventable accidents, and urge 1.pon 
all the ministers of our church to 
bring the subject strongly before the 
members of their respective congrega- 
tions, and that we appeal to our co 
religionists in other churches to take 
Similar action to the end that proper 
respect may be shown to life, that 
sacred gift from the Creator, which 
man can extinguish, but is powerless 
to restore. 

“And we hereby declare our readi- 
ness to codperate with all groups of 
citizens organized for the remedying 
of this great evil.”

This resolution, practically the only 
action taken during the two hour ses- 
gion, contained no rebuke. to President 
Ban Johnson, but in speeches made 
during the meeting it was learned Col. 
Jacob Ruppert and other club owners 

for an end to the Landis- 
Johnson. feud, telling Johnson his 
bickerings with the commissioner were 
hurting the game and injuring the 
fnancial interests of the owners. 
Magnates Are the “ Goats.” 

Col. Ruppert, it was ascertained, 
pointed out that the two main parties 
to the warfare were two men who had 
no money invested in baseball. The 
Yankee owner said the real victims 
were the magnates, who had put their 
dollars into the gage and were now 
fbding them endangered by the inabil- 
ity of the two leaders to get along 
amicably. 

He then made a strong plea that 
Iandis and Johnson show themselves 
“big enough ” to bury the hatchet and 
cobperate. The first step is the naming 
of a committee to go to Landis and 
work to restore harmony. 

In other words, the American league 
magnates will offer the olive branch to 
Mr. Landis and declare a truce. In 
the opinion of baseball men, Johnson 
will be forced to go along with this 

movement or sfep out. A recurrence 
of his quarreling with Landis would 
make the resolution only a scrap of 
paper and undo all the efforts of the 
peace committee, it was pointed out. 
In effect, the American league has dis- 
avowed all responsibility for further 
attacks on Landis. 


Text of Resolution. 


The resolution was introduced by 
Clark Griffith, Washington president 
and a friend of Johnson—at least until 
Jehnson’s attack upon the world’s se- 
ries. The vote was unanimous. Fo!- 
lowing is the resolution: 

Resolved, That we take this oc- 
easion to reaffirm publicly our con- 
tmued faith and confidence in the 
integrity and ability of Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, who was drafted 
from a high and honorable position 
in the federal government into the 

service of baseball; and, be it fur- 
ther 

Resotved, That we firmly believe 
that the game's greatest security 
and safeguard for the future lies 
in the fullest cojperation between 
the two major leagues and Com- 
migsioner Kenesaw Mountain Lan- 
dis; and, 

Resolved further, That the Amer- 
ican league give its fullest and un- 
qualified support and indorsement 
to Commissioner Landis in his 
methods of conduct and leadership 
im organized baseball; and, be it 

Resolved further, That a com- 
mittee of three, consisting of 
Messrs. Ruppert, Barnard, and 
Shibe, is hereby appointed by the 
American league to wait upon 
Commissioner Landis to the end 
that fullest harmony may be re- 
stored and full coédperation gained 
in the present agreement under 
which the major and minor leagues 

‘ are now operating. 
Ruppert the Peacemaker. 


Col. Ruppert will probably be the 
leader in the league’s movement to 
restore peace. Although friendly to 
Johnson in the past, the Yankee owner 
is too much of a business man to ap- 
prove some of his acts and utterances, 
and he firmly believes that Landis and 
Johngon as stewards of the men who 
have their fortunes invested in base- 
ball, should serve the owners rather 
than their own personal interests. 

At the meeting of thse board of di- 
rectors Johnson presente? his evidence 
supporting his cbhargee that gamblers 
were active in the Pacific Coast league 
last season. After Johnson had read 
the evidence the directors, of which 
Ruppert was one, decided it was not 
legal proof. Furthermore, it was 
pointed out that the league had no 
jurisdiction over the affairs of anoth¢ 
league, and Johnson was advised to 
submit the evidence to Landis or to 
the Pacific Coast league. 

Other Officers Elected. 


In the league meeting no mention 
was made of these charges, nor of 
Johnson’s accusations in the Dolan- 
OConnell scandal in the rival circuit. 

Frank Navin, Detroit owner, was re- 
elected vice president,'and the Detroit, 
Cleveland, Washington, and Philadel- 
phia clubs were elected to ihe board of 
directors. Their reprecentatives, re- 
spectively, are: Frank Navin, E. S. 
Barnard, Clark Griffith, and Thomas 
Shibe. 
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MAJOR LEAGUES HOLD 
JOINT MEET TODAY, 
WITH LANDIS ABSENT 


EW YORE, Dec. 10.—[Special.] 
—Although Commissioner Kene- 
saw M. Landis will be absent, 
the major leagues will hold a 
joint meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria 
at 2 o'clock tomorrow. Leslie M. 
O’Connor, the commissioners’ secre- 
tary, will preside.

Arizona University 
Professors’ Ouster 
Is Called Untactful 


Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 10.—A _ uni- 
versity should be slow to dismiss any 
professor “ when that dismissal may be 
even remotely attributed to outside 
pernicious influences,” the Association 
of University Professors declared to- 
day in making public its report on an 
investigation of conditions at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona, covering the two 
years of President Cloyd Marvin’s ad- 
ministration. 

The report is concerned chiefly with 
the dismissal of A. E. Vinson, profes- 
sor of agricultural chemistry; the dis- 
missal of Prof. Derosette Thomas of 
the department of home economics; 
and the resignation of Prof. Charles 
A. Turrell of the department of Span- 
ish.

Charges that copper interests which 
are said to pay a large proportion of 
Arizona taxes brought about: the dis- 
missal of Prof. Vinson were investi- 
gated. 

Testimony which Prof. Vinson gave 
in a suit arising from the alleged in- 
jury from smelter fumes to agricul- 
tural crops was adverse to the copper 
mines. In regard to Prof. Vinson the 
committee expressed the belief that his 
shortcomings in carrying through ex- 
perimental station projects, the chief 
cause alleged for his dismissal, “ were 
not sufficient to offset his long and 
honorable service.”
